been left in a sitting position. The 
most recent iatermonts were those 
of course on or near the top of thc 
mound. 
Many of the skulls are in 


a good state of preservation, but 
they add little to onr knowledge of 
ethnology because they do not differ 
essentially from the skulls of the 
remnants of coast tribes now in 
existence. 
But these mounds are 


interesting relics and ought to bo 
preserved. 
Every shell-mound is 


an Indian cemetery. It has greate 
antiquity than any other work of 
human hands to bo found on the 
Pacific coast. 
Some of them may 


be a thousand years old. 
They 


are rot ruins, bnt cemeteries whicl 
hare been completed and stand as 
monuments of the dead. They ought 
not to be desecrated. A dead Indian 
will do us no harm. Even his bones 
are not needed nt present beyond an 
occasional skull as a contribution to 
ethnolosv.
